Your account certainly underlined the 
point of how little those nominally in command 
are really in control in the course of a deep 
crisis. It would be helpful to all of us if 
you could let us have copies of any of the 
underlying intelligence material on which 
you base your account. So far, none of the 
other people we have interviewed are familiar 
with the incident you report. The producers 
are therefore nervous about using the material 
and I share their concern.
